The following. interesting remarks, from a 
correspondent who signs himself “Mariner,” 
appear inthe WV. C, Daily News of July 318t:— 

In writing to your valuable paper this account 
of the incidents connected with the loss of the 
Kowshing I am influenced by the destre, not s0 
much to boast or advertise the gallant conduct 
of ber noble commander and crew, but the wish 
to make public the real clrcomstances of the 
case, us were seen and beard by eye-witnesses 
on the spot. Knowing thet onder the circum- 
stances there will never be any true or proper 
official enqulry Into one of the moat terrible’ and. 
awful acts that have ever disgraced the pages of 
war of any nation, civilised or unciviilsed, and 
under circumstances disgraceful tothe British at 
lnrgé and [llastrating once more the uselessness 
of that expensive toy, the British Navy, in the 
only tme it would be of any good. 

To-glve an accurate account It is necessary for 
me to go back and mention the well known fact 
at the thme, that there was trouble and likely 
war pending between China and Japan, but that 
with the usual reticence of native Powers It 
was Impossible to find out how things were 

olng on or to what stage the negotiations 

fea got except through vague rumours,and 
accounts one saw in the local papers, which were 
not always to be relled op, Even the Consuls 
and Ministers of the different natlona were unable 
to (ar would not) assist one to clear up the.

The Oficial Gasette of August aod. issued an 
“extra,” containing a formel declaration of war 
neains: China, which the Yapas Herald trans-

IMPERIAL RESCRIPT. 

- We, by the grace of Heaven, the Emperor of 
Greet Japan, having ascended the throne by 
virtue of a nex! succession unbroken for ages 
eternal, do annource to all our brave and loyal 
subjects that we hercby declare war agelnst 
China. : : 

All cur officals and cfficers with a view to 

themselves 

to carrylng on war with China both on land and 
sea so as to forther the consummation of the 
national object, They are destred to leave 
nothing undone, but to use every means within 
the limit of their functions to thls end, and con- 
sistently with Internationa! law, i) 

Over, twenty years have elapsed since our 
accession to the throne, During that time, we 
have made it our abject to see pacefal progress 
in the enlightenment of the countiy reallzed, and 
deeply Impressed with the impropricty of belng 
Involve? in complications with forelgn Powers 
have always directed our Ministers of State to 
make efforts towards promoting frlendship with 
Treaty Powers. Fortunately our intercourse 
with foreign Powers has increared {n goodwill 
and friendshin year by:year. Contrary to our 
exprctations, however, every act of China towards 
this country in connection with Korean affairs Is 
againat the principles that should govern feoty 
retationa with neighbouring Powers, anda breac’ 
of good faith towerds Japan. 

Korea,which wns firstindaced by this Emplre to 
‘enter into the camity of natlons, [aan independent 
country, Yet (bina has all the while called 
Korea her dependency, and has Interfered both 
openly and secretly in her home affairs, Onthe 
recent Insurrection breaking outin Korea, China 
despatched her troops to the Peninsula on the 
alleged plea of helping her dependency in Ite 
distress.

clrcumvent and ‘thwart Japan's object, She has 
also from time to time on vartous pretexts put 
off the crists, and? thus made warlike prepara- 
tlons on land and sea, When these preparations 


were completed she endeavoured to attain her 


abject by {ts means, . For this purpose she sent 
alarge reinforcement to Korer, and even. carried: 
Her insolence so far as to open fire upon our
